CHICAGO (AP) — A surgeon 
showed scenes from thrilling 
movies taken inside the living 
heart with a new internal peri­ 
scope today. 
fhe periscope is thrust down 
a blood vessel into dogs’ hearts. 
There, it lights up the interior 
of the heart, and walls, to take 
movies. A heart specialist then 
can look through the tube to see 
what is going on and decide 
whether surgery is needed to 
make heart repairs. 
An improved, flexible, instru­ 
ment now is being built, said 
Walter J. Gamble of Children’s 
Hospital in Boston. 
If it proves safe in animal 
tests, it will be used to inspect 
the interior of human hearts 
Dr. Gamble and Robert E. In 
nis of the American Optical Co. 
Southbridge, Mass., described 
the new instrument to the Fed 
eration of American Societies 
for Experimental Biology. 
Dr. Gamble has taken slow 
motion movies of the aortic 
valve, which opens and closes 
as the heart pumps blood out 
into the body. And he has mo

It will be, in fact, at least an­ 
other six weeks before Kaye 
can do a show on his foot, and 
he is still in considerable pain. 
But the show is going on.

The United 
Nations will continue to be rep­ 
resented by 1,150 civilian ad­ 
visers and 400 Nigerian police. 
During the peak year of 1961 
the U.N. military force totaled 
21,000. The cost that year ex­ 
ceeded $100 million. Altogether 
the United Nations has spent 
more than $300 million in the 
Congo since its first interven­ 
tion in July 1960. 
Many 
of the Congo’s own 
troops still place tribal loyalty 
above national loyalty. The gov­ 
ernment faces armed tribal op­ 
position in several provinces, 
and possible outside 
interfer­ 
ence. 
Some diplomats fear that the 
government of Premier Cyrille 
Ado J la will be in trouble the 
minute U.N. forces pull out. 
Adoula already has plenty of 
political problems without any 
armed revolt from the inside or 
attack from the outside.

School Chieftain's 
Resignoiton Eyed 


CLEVELAND (AP)—The Na­ 
tional Education Association said 
today a special committee will 
begin April 27 investigating the 
dispute which led to the resigna­ 
tion of Cleveland School Super­ 
intendent William B. Levenson. 
The six-man committee, which 
includes two Ohioans, is basing 
its three-day hearing on what 
the Cleveland Education Asso­ 
ciation called “poor professional 
p r a c t i c e s in the Cleveland 
schools.” 
Levenson, in a surprise an­ 
nouncement Feb. 13, said he 
was leaving the $25,000-a-year 
job at the end of the current 
school year. His resignation will 
be effective after his contract 
expires July 31. 
The 56-year-old Levenson, a 
m em ber of the Cleveland school 
system for 36 years, became 
superintendent in 1961. 
Levenson declined to say what

resignation, 
which came in the wake of a 
crisis over integration of Negro 
pupils transported by bus from 
overcrowded schools to schools 
in predominantly white areas.

that the husband is the head of 
the wife, just as Christ is the 
head of the church. 
Recognizing that the greatest 
danger of selfishness lies on the 
masculine side, Paul charges 
husbands to love their wives as 
much as they love them selves, 
even as much as Christ loved 
His church. The husband who 
makes his wife and home a con­ 
venience, taking the comforts 
they offer and giving little or 
nothing in return, turns his 
wife’s submission into a joyless 
restraint.

taking sides. Thus, the one who 
takes up Christ’s cross and fo l-.phrasing of the original com 
lows Him will find foes even in 
his own household. The question 
arises, w hat should a person 
do? 
Our Lord makes It clear that 
love for Him m ust come first, 
even before that of love for any 
member of the family. If it is a 
question of loyalty to Christ or 
loyalty to a loved one, then we 
m ust choose loyalty to our Lord. 
In chapter 5, verse 21 of his 
letter to the Ephesians, the 
Apostle Paul outlines th e basic 
precepts of Christian family life. 
This concluding statem ent of 
the preceding paragraph intro­ 
duces the principle of mutual 
submission. 
Exhorting wives to be in sub­ 
jection to their husbands, Paul 
is not saying “obey,” though 
this is found elsewhere in his 
writings. He refers to a sub­ 
jection th a t is merely the vol 


teachings of Buddha, Confucius, 
and firmly entrenched in the 
minds of the moat heathen or 
pagan children. 
I t is interesting to note how

mandment here, making it ap­ 
plicable to Gentiles of every 
age. Still, the commandment is 
for all men everywhere, and if 
they obey it, the essence of the 
promise to Israel will still be 
true: they will live long upon 
the earth. 
In stating the twofold obliga­ 
tion of parents to children, 
Paul's choice of the term “fa­ 
thers” applies to both parents, 
for the discipline and govern­ 
ment of the home properly be­ 
longs to them. 
He cautions against exerting 
their authority in harsh, oppres­ 
sive and unfair treatm ent. In­ 
stead, children should be chas­ 
tened and admonished by influ­ 
ence rather than force; that by 
their own behavior and moral 
character, parents should prove 
themselves worthy of their chil­ 
dren’s respect and obedience.

for remelting purposes, 
which is 
maintained or operated for the pur­ 
pose of s t o r i n g , keeping buying, 
or s e l l i n g junk, or for the main­ 
tenance of operation of an automo­ 
bile graveyard, except an establish­ 
ment or p I a c e where automobiles, 
wrecked or otherwise, are held or 
impounded for a period not to ex­ 
ceed ninety days exclusively for 
storage, repair, or resale without 
alteration. 
(C) “ Fence” means an enclosure 
at I e a s t six feet in height, con 
structed of non • transparent m ater­ 
ial, and maintained so as to obscure 
the junk in the enclosure from the 
ordinary view of persons passing 
upon the s t a t e , city, and other 
streets and public thoroughfares of 
the City of Circleville. 
SECTION 2. No person shall oper­ 
ate or maintain a junk yard within 
the municipality of the City of Cir­ 
cleville unless he has first obtained 
a 11 c e n s e issued under the provi­ 
sions of this ordinance. No licensee 
shall o p e r a t e or maintain a junk 
yard in violation of the provisions 
of this ordinance.

Ohio’s high schools today ap­ 
proved by a 621 to 161 vote a 
referendum to change the en­ 
rollment dividing line between 
Class AA and Class A institu­ 
tions. 
Under the new setup, effective 
Oct. I, four-year schools with 
251 boys, and three-year schools 
with 201, will be in Class AA. 
Those with fewer boys will be 
in Class A. The present dividing 
line is 181 boys for four-year 
schools and 141 for three-year 
schools. 
Paul E. Landis, state high 
school commissioner, said the 
new setup, which affects only 
basketball, baseball and track 
competition, 
would 
boost the 
number of Class A. schools from 
398 to 510, and cut the Class 
AA contingent from 512 to 400. 
Basketball, baseball and track 
are the only sports in which 
championships are decided on 
a class basis. 
“ Of the 910 schools in the 
state, 782 voted on the pro­ 
posal,” Landis said. “ And with 
621 favoring the plan, against 
161 opposing it, we feel it re­ 
ceived overwhelming approval. 
Only 128 schools failed to vote, 
indicating they had no Interest 
either way.”

The tests indicate that some 
of the rodents grow fat as a re­ 
sult of abnormality in the con­ 
trol center of their brains, P a r­ 
son told physicians attending a 
postgraduate course sponsored 
by the Alton Ochsner Medical 
Foundation. 
Parson said other rats be­ 
cam e obese because of an ab­ 
norm ality in their fatty tissues. 
“ We’ve always assum ed that 
people who are obese eat to 
gratify 
their emotional 
crav­ 
ings,” he continued. “ But our 
experim ents indicate that al­ 
though there may be this com­ 
pulsion to eat, the compulsion 
is secondary to the abnorm ality 
in the fatty tissues.” 
“ More than half the fat peo­ 
ple we see eat only one big 
m eal a day,” he said “ As a re­ 
sult, they become fatter — just 
like the experimental ra ts.” 
He said the whole problem of 
obesity often proves frustrating 
to doctors, particularly because 
“you see people keep dieting 
and dieting and yet going back 
to overweight.” 
“ You can’t help but wonder if 
perhaps it may be due to a com­ 
plex metabollic abnormality we 
don’t understand. After carry­ 
ing on these 
anim al 
experi­ 
m ents, we aren’t so cocky about 
the obesity problem anym ore.”
